He replied, "I never dodge, and 
when I hear the notes of. .the Uugle calling 
a retreat, I shall retreat, and not' before." 

Greble 
aaid to Capt. Bartlett, who was standing 
alongside of him, "-Now; Charley, I have 
something to fire at; just see how I will 
make them scamper."

Seeing himself left entirely alone, with 


five men at his own gun, he turned to Cor- 
poral Peoples and said, " all he could do 
would be useless—limber up the gun anil 
take it away."

"Oh ! my gun !" The same ball went thro'

The enemy did not come out again until

ket, christened in England theEnfield rifle, 
after the place in that kingdom whera-they 
are'being manufactured, under the fore- 
mansbip of a half dozen master wdtSmen 
imported from 
out Springfield 
Armory 


works.' In this country the weapon is best 
known as the American Minie musket.— 
The American mechanics above referred to 
carried the patterns over to England with 
them, &c. Nearly all of them". are back 
again at Springfield, after having spent 
three years in 'putting the Eufield Minie 
Musket Works in operation.

•_- Propositions tor Peace. 


From thfc tone of the r-'.litorial remarks 


of the Louisville Journal,previous to the late 
election in Kentucky, we infer that it is the 
design of the Union members of congress 
elected from that state under the lead of J. 
J. Crittenden, to propose peace measures 
to the confess, which ia to meet on the 4th 
of Jnly. 


It is thought that Kentucky, having stood 


neutral in the contest so far, is in a favora- 
ble position to1 act as a mediator between 
the contending parties. This is a delusion. 
Kentucky can have no influence in conse- 
quence of her position. She is regarded 
by the loyal states with suspicion and doubt 
in consequence of her neutrality. We here 
believe that there are but two parties, and 
that those who are not for sustaining the 
government in its efforts to put down the 
rebellion by force, are against usr- 


It seems to us that Kentucky, under the 


lead of Crittenden, is endeavoring 'to con- 
tinue the old border state policy, which de. 
muded that the whole question in dispute, 
should be yielded, acd by pressing their 
doctrines now, they can only produce the 
lame disastrous consequenses which result- 
ed from the plans of the compromisers in 
the last congress. 


We hope, when congress meets, it will 


pay no atteation to the prepositions of Mr. 
Chrittenden for a peace. 
It is idle to waste 


time now to talk about it. Thsre should 
be no delay in strengthening the hands of the 
government for the purpose of putting down 
the rebellion. All legislation should have 
thia object, and none other. What ws want 
is vigorous, determined action, and no whin- 
ing speeches in favor of a hollow patched 
up peace. The country cannot afford an- 
other crisis of this kind in a hundred years- 
We have lost too much by it already to stop 
now short of utterly crusulng the rebellion, 
and the condign punishment of its authors. 
We want the doctrine of secession blotted 
out in this country, and the virdict of the 
people engraved upon adamant that the 
•will of a constitutional majority =HALL 
ivuue in thia land, so that in after genera- 
lions no traitors will dare to raise the stand- 
ard of rebellion. If Kentucky cannot aid 
in this work, let .her stand out of the way, 
and not hinder loyal people while uphold- 
ing the constitution and the laws. 


The Cause Explained. 


Our readers will remember the article we 


published some days since from the Charles- 
ton Mercury, in which the war policy of 
Gen. Scott was spoken of approvingly, and 
the men and resources of the northern states 
somewhat adequately appreciated.

mation of Gen. Beauregard, already referr 
ed to in our dispatches : 
HEADQUARTERS, DEP'T^OP ALEXANDRIA, 


CAMP PICKBNS, June 6, 1861. 


To the good people of the "counties of Lou 


don, Fairfax and Princt William: 
A reckless and unprincipled tyrant has 


invaded your soil. Abraham Lincoln, re 
gardless of all moral, legal and constitu 
tional restraint, has thrown his abolition 
hosts, among yon, who are murdering anc 
imprisoning your citizens, confiscating and 
destroying iyoor .property, and committing 
other acts' of violence and outrage too 
shocking and revolting to humanity to be 
enumerated. ' All rules of civilized warfare 
are. abandoned, and they, proclaim by tlieir 
actsi'if-npypn their "banners, their;war-crv 
is 'beauty and booty!,' All that isfdear to 
man—your honor, and that of your wives 
and daughters," your fortunes and yonf lives 
are involved in this momentous contest. . 


In the'name, therefore, of the constituted 


authorities of the Confederate Stales^-in 
the sacred cause of constitutional, libert;

authorities, and especially to be vigilant o: 
the movements ;and acts of the enemyi'st 
as to enable you to give the earliest authen- 
tic information to those at headquarters, or 
the officers under my command. •

There 
is no; a man in his company under five feet 
ten inches'in height. There1 is another 
company composed entirely of foundry-men 
and mechanics, men-who can turn their 
hands with skill to labor of any kind.

WISCONSIN TREATS HER VOLUN- 


TEERS.—The special correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, writing from Cham- | 
bersburg. on the 14th, says:— 


The 1st Wisconsin regiment, Col. Stark- 


meather, was inspected this morning by. 
Brig. Gens. Nt-gley and Wynkoop. The 
regiment made a fine display, and received 
from tbe reviewing officers tigh commend- 
ation for equipment, discipline, and soldier- 
y bearing. As the Pennsylvania volun- 
teers say of them, they are a " bully set." 
They arc worthy of their state, and their 
state of them. 


A pleasing incident occurred among them 


to-day. Thi-y came from ho'me in such 
haste, that the state was not prepared to 
pay them their dues at the moment, in any- 
thing but currency, and here they found 
they could not use it, and could sell it only 
at a discount of G0@70 per cent. Tee 
state authorities, however, with wise and 
generous consideration .fur the .welfare of 
her soldiers, immediately liter'their depar- 
ture from here, sent a special messenger 
after them,, to redeem their depreciated pa- 
per currency in specie. He arrived this 
morning to make their hearts glad. This 
prompt exhibition of tender regard for their 
welfare awakened a sentiment of profound 
jratitude and state pride, evinced by the 
kindlinj; eye, and warm expression of devo- 
tion to so kind and generous a mother. 


The conduct of Wisconsin presents a 


striking and painful contrast of treatment 
of her volunteers with that of Pennsylvania. 
Pennsylvania volunteers have not only, 
been subjected to every kind of abuse, pri- 
vation and hardship, through the.'rapacity 
of unscrupulous army contractors, incom- 
petent agents-, and mismanagement, but 
they have been deprived of their pay up to 
this day, while some of the regiments have 
been performing arduous service for weeks 
near Baltimore and WasUington. The con- 
sequence is universal dissatisfaction, and 
even a lamentable state of. demoralization. 


A SHARP CRITICISM ON *HE GREAT BSTH- 


EL AFFAIR,—The Boston. Journal publishes 
the following sharp criticism on. the Great 
Bethel affair, from the pen of an eye-wit- 
cess :— ' • • - ' • 
. 


Of the battle,_aufflcient to say that it'was 


begun without any knowledge of the ene- 
my's position, and.so without any plan it 
was carried on without any. orders, each 
man fighting on his own hook, and it was 
ended fittingly by a rout and a retreat, du- 
ring which, had the enemy been in condi 
tion, they might have killed our men like 
sheep. And more ; the retreat was order- 
ed when the Massachusetts men bad already 
partially gained the enemy's rear, and when 
a little more energy and perseverance wo'd 
hare given us the victory. The enemy's 
position .was masked in front by bushes and 
trees, and was Hanked by swamps and 
woods, thus puzzling a man who had a few 
rules to fighi^by, and could go no farther* 
Yet the retr.eat was the most unspeakably 
•disgraceful of all. A frean regiment arriv- 
ed just before theretreat was ordered. An- 
other was.'advancing, and. yet in sack-a 
hurly burly did the men retreat that eight 
wounded men, one sick man, and two dead 
men. were left behind to the tender: Mercies 
of the enemy, to say nothing of the'strag- 
glers. 
Nothing .but the cowardice of a 
;band of some Weighty Virginia horsemen 
who 'pursued us, saved a little squad of th'ir^ 
ty, all of the wouuded,from being cut off. 


Nothing can express the sense of shame 


which every soldier here feels. General 
Pierce's name is now a synonym for imbe- 
cility, and the leaat the soldiers here will 
be satisfied with is that he be recalled or 
compelled.to resign. Now I have" totd a 
dark and shameful story, but it is true eve- 
ryword of'it. In bright relief to this is the 
conduct of many privates. So far as there 
was .any. battle every man fought pretty 
much on his own hook; and Massachusetts 
meu and the Zouaves were in the fore front. 
Three of the four or five Massachusetts 
men who were killed fell on the very edge 
of the trench behind which the enemy's ri^ 
flemen were standing. From this time on 
the cry of the men is " give ns men from 
the regular army, if he be only a Lieuten- 
ant to lead us—a man whose business it is 
to fight—and we7 will follow him rather 
than any civilian Officer. 
Had poor Greble 


who was murdered—rand every man who 
died was murdered—led-us, we wouid have 
taken the place doubtless with the loss of 
scarce a life." 


A sergeant major who is. here, an Italian 


who has studied seven years in the military 
schools of Italy, has held a major's com- 
mission under Oaraba'ldi, fought with him 
in Europe aud South America, and now 
carries tour scars of wounds received in 
battle, makes the following criticisms. It 
was a blunder to take out raw recruits at 
night. It was a blunder to start in the 
night with a force three times.as large as 
that of tbe enemy. It was. a blunder to 
start off without a train of siege pieces, 
when a fine park was in the fort. It was a 
blunder to start off when the general did 
not know the character of tbe position he" 
was to attack. I was a blunder to start 
without ambulances, &c,, for the wounded. 
Everything of that.kind we were compelled 
to plunder from the inhabitants. Much 
more might be said ; but this is enough.
